1 . Applicant's arguments filed December 4, 2007, have been fully considered. 

2. Claims 1-20 are pending and have been examined. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

- claims 1-20 are allowed; 

- regarding independent claims 1 , 1 0, and 1 7 the prior art of record neither 
alone nor in combination teach " operatively connecting the wireless node with 
an intrusion detection module and providing the intrusion detection 
module with a copy of original data frames transmitted by the wireless 
node over a wireless interface " in combination with the other limitations 
recited in independent claims 1,10, and 17; 

- claims 2-9, 11-16, and 1 8-20 are allowed because of their dependence from 
independent claims 1,10, and 17, respectively.
